GOING TO JAIL. Probably 
most Morgan County citizens 
never saw the inside of their old 
jail until the 1990s, when it was 
converted into the present mu- 
seum. Now it is possible to 
browse through some of the 
county’s history and then, on the 
second floor, to step into one of 
the old cells - far older than the 
building itself. 

This was the county’s fourth 
jail. The first, completed by 
Edmund Wells in 1825, was a 
two-story log structure with 
double walls and an intervening 
one-foot space filled with rock. 
It also had a porch where posts 
were joined by heavy wooden 
“stocks” in which drunk men 
were locked to sober up. 

Sometime between 1836 and 

1861, this original jail was re- 
placed by a “little brick jail.” It 
burned - along with the court- 
house, the separate clerk’s office 
and much of the central portion 
of town - in a Civil War fire in 

1862. Around 1870, when a new 
courthouse was built, a larger, 
two-story, red-brick jail was con- 
structed, having a four-sided 
roof. 

This third jail’s cells were 
probably just as we see them now 
in the old jail-museum (see 
photo). As reported in The Lick- 
ing Valley Courier of April 29, 
1937, yet another jail was to be 
built: “Material in the old build- 
ing will be used in the new as far 
as suitable. The steel cells in the 
old jail will probably be used in 
the new.” 

The fourth jail was a project 
of the depression-era Works 
Progress Administration (WPA). 
It was constructed of native stone 
(from a quarry at White Oak) in

conjunction with reinforced con- 
crete. It was located at the rear 
of the brick jail, which remained 
standing until the new one was 
finished. 

Completed in 1939, this 
fourth jail continued in use for 
almost half a century, until was 
discontinued in the 1980s. In 
1990, the fiscal court approved 
its use as a museum operated but 
the Morgan County Historical 
Society (and I was actively in- 
volved in the project). Today 
anyone can spend some quality 
time in jail, reflecting on many 
aspects of our history.

Couple receives 
lottery scam letter 
through the mail 

A Morgan County couple was 
recently contacted by what ap- 
pears to be a fictitious Canadian 
corporation operating a sweep- 
stakes scam through the mail. 

Jerry and Pamela Keeton, of 
Cannel City, received notification 
that they had won $250,000 in a 
random computer lottery con- 
ducted on May 10 in Nevada by 
Sun Securities Inc., based in 
Burlington, Ontario, Canada. 



Also enclosed in the letter’s 
envelope, which had a Canadian 
postmark and no return address, 
was a check for $4,795 from 
Colorado Capital Bank to enable 
sweepstakes winners to pay ap- 
plicable taxes of $2,990. 

The sender instructed winners 
to cash the check and send the 
$2,990 to Randy Hill, a purported 
claim agent for Sun Securities 
Inc., whose payment of the 
money to an unnamed entity 
would release the remaining bal- 
ance of the money to the sweep- 
stakes winners. 

The Keetons reported the let- 
ter, which included several capi-

leads to arrest 
of Carter pair 

Threats made against 
District Judge Wilhoit 
in site’s Grayson forum 

Two Carter County residents 
have been arrested for their con- 
nections to recent threats made 
against District Judge Rupert 
Wilhoit on an Internet discussion 
board. 

David Justice, 62, and Kelly 
Hall, 31, were both arrested in 
Grayson on June 5 after Com- 
monwealth Attorney David Flatt 
notified Kentucky State Police of- 
ficials of comments found on the 



popular blog site Topix. 

Kentucky State Police officials 
have not revealed how they knew 
Justice and Hall had made the in- 
timidating Topix postings, which 
were removed from the website’s 
Grayson forum shortly after the 
investigation began. 

Justice and Hall were ar- 
raigned on Tuesday, June 16, in 
Carter District Court before Judge 
John R. Cox on charges of intimi- 
dating a participant in the legal 
process. 

The case remains under inves- 
tigation by Detective Jim Goble 
and Sgt. Michael Carnahan, of 
KSP’s electronic crimes unit. 

Topix, a California-based 
website, hosts discussion boards 
for cities across the United States, 
including municipalities in East- 
ern Kentucky. All site visitors can 
create screen names and add com- 
ments to the forums.

talization and punctuation errors, 
to local authorities after an 
Internet search of Sun Securities 
Inc. yielded no results, except for 
an unrelated locksmithing com- 
pany in Queens, N.Y., a banking 
chain in Missouri and a web- 
based computer systems technol- 
ogy firm. 

A Courier staff member called 
the telephone number listed on 
the letter and was disconnected by 
an operator. A second call pro- 
duced only the recorded state- 
ment, “Sorry, there is no more 
room to record new messages. ” 

The consumer protection 
website www.ripoffreport.com 
has identified the Sun Securities 
Inc. lottery as a scam, with one 
user reporting that the Colorado 
Capital Bank named on the 
$4,795 check had failed in March 
of 2009. The user also noted that 
this particular bank had not offi- 
cially used the name Colorado 
Capital Bank since 1998.

Gambling Over Coal? 



Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

I keep reading in the main- 
stream media how we must have 
gambling in the state of Ken- 
tucky to fix our economic woes 
- and how many jobs gambling 
will produce. This is the same cry 
that was made for the lottery that 
would produce more money than 
the state educational system 
could spend. 

I cannot understand why the 
mainstream media wants to let 
our best resource die and tries to 
play on educational and budget 
shortfalls to push gambling. 

The coal industry provides 
millions of dollars in taxes to the 
state, and it employs thousands 
and thousands of people who 
make good wages. These people 
buy automobiles, houses, enter- 
tainment items, gasoline, diesel, 
farms, etc. They furnish coal to 
the power plants that keep our 
lights on. 

Without coal, we will see a 
larger increase in utility bills, and 
fewer jobs. Without these jobs, 
we will see a downturn in all 
forms of sales in Morgan County 
and the state. 

In August 2008, we saw a 
spike in coal mining. We receive 
$66,098. 12 for that quarter in our 
coal and mineral taxes. With an 
increase in mining by October 
2008, we received $101,698.88, 
and by January 2009, we re- 
ceived $111,203.55. 



Without permits and the shut- 
downs of mines, we are now see- 
ing a decrease. In April 2009, our 
receipts dropped to $83,774.33. 
I foresee us falling below 
$70,000 by July 2009 (which is 
about $40,000) per quarter. This 
will equal an approximate 
$200,000 cut in receipts annually 
in our coal and mineral tax rev- 
enues. 

I have seen some mines that 
espoused bad mining habits, and 
I have seen respectable mines 
with all of the regulations and 
inspectors. It is my belief that 
mining can be a win-win busi- 
ness activity for everyone in- 
volved. 

We must also consider the 
safety of our miners, especially 
with the underground/deep min- 
ing process. I understand that 
there are fewer people killed in 
strip mining than in deep mining. 

If you could see some of the 
hay fields, farms, elk herds, golf 
courses, berry patches, etc., that 
I have seen, you would know that 
COAL is Eastern Kentucky’s #1 
resource. When you speak with 
your state officials, be sure and 
remind them that coal pays the 
bills, heats and cools our homes, 
and keeps our lights on.

Elliott man 
pleads guilty 
to trafficking 

An Elliott County man who 
pleaded guilty in U.S. District 
Court on June 15 to distributing 
oxycodone in Rowan County 
will be sentenced September 14 
and could faces up to 30 years in 
prison and fines totaling up to $2 
million. 

Jason Carson Carter, who ad- 
mitted selling 30 percocet pills to 
an undercover agent in June 2007 
for $900.00, was indicted by a 
federal grand jury Feb. 5. He also 
was charged with using his prop- 
erty on Little Caney Creek in 
Elliott County to facilitate the 
sale of the controlled substance 
and pleaded guilty to one count 
of criminal forfeiture. The prop- 
erty will be forfeited to the U.S. 
Government along with $5,000 
in currency, $75,000 posted as 
bond in Elliott County and 
$40,000 posted as bond in 
Rowan County. 

According to court records, 
Carter also faced four additional 
charges of distributing 
oxycodone in Elliott County, but 
following his guilty plea to the 
Rowan County charge, the gov- 
ernment moved to dismiss those 
charges. 

Carter was on supervised re- 
lease from jail on more than two 
previous drug trafficking of- 
fenses at the time of his arrest on 
the charge in Rowan County.

* HOW PRIDE WAS LOST * 



Roger Finch of Haney Branch 
dropped by The Courier office re- 
cently to leave us a copy of the 
following article that was printed 
in The Floyd County Times some- 
time in the 1960’s or 70’s. It is a 
sad commentary on the demise of 
a proud culture of independence 
and self sufficiency that sustained 
and motivated generations of 
mountain people and made them 
great. Sadly, one could substitute 
the names of about any county or 
any creek in this part of the state 
and it would be just as appli- 
cable. 

I would like to reply to a re- 
cent article in your September 8 
issue of the Floyd County Times. 
I and all my family grew up in 
Floyd County. I was born there 
34 years ago and have not been 
gone from there so very long. I 
still have aunts, uncles, brothers, 
and a sister living there (not to 
mention several cousins). I feel 
like I can speak about living in 
Floyd County, and I think I will. 

I come from one of those poor 
but proud families that Mr. Rob- 
ert M. Press was supposed to be 
writing about. Let me tell you 
about us. I grew up on Mud 
Creek. It really doesn’t matter 
which one. I lived on both at one 
time or another. My father was a 
poor man. He preached on Sun- 
day and neither asked nor ac- 
cepted any pay. He worked for a 
living like any man would. I re- 
member when Daddy’s yearly 
salary was $2800. That was the 
year I started to college. I remem- 
ber when he pumped gas at a ser- 
vice station for $6.50 per day, and 
that was a 12-hour day. He didn’t 
even get a turkey for Christmas. 
We had chicken — chicken which 
my mother raised on the corn 
which we planted and raised the 
summer before. And we thought 
it tasted good. I remember need- 
ing a science book and my father 
sold a tree for $10 to get that 
book. I remember picking berries 
in the summer and selling them 
to buy school clothes. We never 
went ragged or hungry and we 
never asked the “President” to 
feed or clothe us. It wasn’t so 
long ago that I was growing up 
there. Times were not that differ- 
ent. 

The writer wrote about the 
people who were desolate be- 
cause their assistance had been 
cut. i want to address that also. 
As I grew up I watched Mud 
Creek change before my eyes. 
Once every field and hill was put 
into crops of corn and large gar- 
dens. Every family kept some 
kind of animals for food. Some 
had cows, most had chickens, 
and there lots of hogs and beef 
cattle. People planned for the 
“dry spells.” People knew that 
winter was coming or that there 
would be times when they could 
not get jobs at “public work.” 
Food and provisions were put 
aside to tide us over when it be- 
came necessary. Like the squir- 
rels, we knew that if we did not 
work, we would not eat. Neigh- 
bors shared with each other. I 
never knew a baby to go without 
milk around us, not as long as our 
cows had milk. 

I saw a change come over my 
mountain community. That 
change can be simply titled 
WELFARE. I saw garden land 
and good rich fields lay year af- 
ter year with nothing but the gar- 
bage from convenience foods 
and Pamper boxes which were 
thrown into the once-clean 



stream we had played in, and 
now washed into those fields by 
the spring floods. I saw hillsides 
that had once fed cows and other 
animals grow up in weeds. I saw 
my generation of people turn 
down jobs because they didn’t 
pay as much as welfare. So many 
times I have heard strong, healthy 
people say, “Why work when I 
can ‘draw’ more than I can make 
working?” This is a sad situation 
when one loses the pride of one’s 
labor. 

Going back to the article, the 
writer talks about the welfare not 
bringing people above the pov- 
erty level. It is my opinion that 
welfare was designed to allow 
people to survive until they them- 
selves improved their standard of 
living. Welfare was not designed 
to support the public in the man- 
ner to which they have become 
accustomed. It sets my mind reel- 
ing when I read an article about 
how so many families (most of 
whom I know) cannot make it on 
three or four government assis- 
tance programs all going at once. 
I know that there are people that 
need help. I also know that the 
only effort many of them make 
to help themselves is to get in line 
at the assistance offices and tell 
their sad stories to anyone who 
comes into their “modest moun- 
tain homes,” and fuss and cuss 
whoever is President at the time. 
If they would get up off their 
backsides in May and lift a hoe, 
they’d have less to complain 
about when October comes. I 
also have to say they could fat- 
ten several hogs on what i have 
seen thrown in the yards and 
creeks on Mud Creek, either Mud 
Creek. 

Last of all I want to say, I went 
to school 12 years in Floyd 
County. I never ate a free lunch 
nor a free milk. It was not be- 
cause we weren’t eligible, we 
were. We had very little money. 
However, my mother and father 
knew that their children were 
their responsibility. They bore us 
and considered it their job to raise 
and feed us. I’ve even taken bis- 
cuits and side meat in a little lard 
bucket for lunch. I fed me and I 
didn’t have to ask the “President” 
for it. I went through college, 
during which time my mother 
never one piece of new clothing, 
but she never asked anyone to 
give her any and was proud of me 
when I got my degree. But my 
parents weren’t the only ones 



who worked. They taught us to 
work. I hope to teach my children 
the same lesson. We learned to 
know what we wanted and then 
find an honest way to get it. We 
learned to take pride in what we 
did and when we are tired at the 
end of a day we can rest because 
we know we have done the best 
we could and will again tomor- 
row. That, my friend, is “Moun- 
tain Pride.” That is something I 
saw begin to fade as my genera- 
tion began to grow up to depend 
on their checks. Now the govern- 
ment is cutting back. That depen- 
dence is what is hurting. They’ve 
forgotten how to make a living. 

I’m a teacher now. I have a 
Master’s degree from Eastern 
Kentucky University. I earned it 
myself. With my family’s help, I 
paid for it myself. I worked for 
three of the four years I was in 
college. I did my Master’s work 
after I began teaching. It hasn’t 
hurt me. I’ve taught school in the 
mountains of eastern Kentucky. 
It hurts me to see so many of 
these same children that the 
writer spoke about being ragged 
and barefooted (and some of 
them are), but they come to 
school with their pockets full of 
money if there is a “sale” of any 
kind going on. I call that poor 
management. Two generations 
ago, mountain people knew how 
to live. They didn’t think about 
being poor. Many didn’t even 
realize they were until the gov- 
ernment told them that they were. 
The freedom lines of welfare 
have reduced them to a people 
who only know how to exist from 
check to check without a thought 
as to how they might make it bet- 
ter themselves. When I grew up 
we lived very well on very little 
money and usually managed to 
feed a traveler or two on Sunday. 
We even had chicken with our 
soup beans sometimes. I’m proud 
to come from eastern Kentucky. 
But it saddens me when I red a 
writer’s impressions of my home. 
I do not think he saw much of that 
“mountain pride” I know so well.

Recently, a Narconon gradu- 
ate and I were scheduled to ap- 
pear on a local TV show to edu- 
cate families on the signs of drug 
abuse. On the way to the station, 
I decided that it would be help- 
ful to the viewers if I could show 
some actual drug paraphernalia. 
Simple items like soda cans, 
spoons, light bulbs and straws 
found in odd places around the 
home could signal drug abuse. 
Other paraphernalia items that I 
wanted to show, like crack pipes, 
blunts and scales I thought would 
be harder to get. My companion 
suggested that we could get ev- 
erything we needed, including 
the “harder to get items” at a con- 
venience store. 

We stopped at the conve- 
nience store across the street 
from the TV station. There was 
also a large church on the street, 
which I though might diminish 
the possibility of buying para- 
phernalia, but this wasn’t the 
case. 

The light bulb, brillo pad, 
straw and soda can were easy for 
me to buy without feeling con- 
spicuous. Not being well versed 
in the purchasing of the other 
items, I asked the graduate to 
help. He requested some items 
and the individual behind the 
counter seemed to give the once 
over to check if we were OK. He 
then pulled the requested para- 
phernalia out — blunts, crack pipe 
and some papers. We also bought 
a lighter that was really a torch. 
I was amazed that we were al- 
lowed to so easily purchase these 
things without the police coming 
in to immediately arrest us. 

We left the convenience store 
and I saw a couple of individu- 
als outside that I realized were 
probably drug dealers. Here was 
the “one stop shop” for every- 
thing any drug addict would 
need. 

I asked the graduate why the 
police did not seem too interested 
in the fact that this type of activ- 
ity was going on at the conve- 
nience store. He didn’t know the 
answer, but informed me that if 



we were pulled over and the car 
searched, I could be arrested for 
drug paraphernalia. This hardly 
seemed fair, but I still drove ex- 
tra carefully to our TV appoint- 
ment. 

The producer felt that the TV 
show was a success and I thought 
our viewer learned about drugs 
and paraphernalia. I know I did. 

I later found out that the con- 
venience store down the street 
from my home had a much larger 
supply of paraphernalia, which 
included bongs and scales. I went 
in myself and saw these things 
in plain view. Again, outside 
were a couple of guys who I 
thought were drug dealers. I 
could think of no other reason 
why they would be inclined to 
spend so much time milling 
around outside on such a beauti- 
ful night. Later, a couple of 
graduate confirmed that in the 
past they had bought drugs from 
a convenience store. 

I have decided that I person- 
ally am going to start doing 
something about this situation. I 
have begun educating other busi- 
nesses in the area as to what is 
going on, so as community we 
can take effective action. Already 
some have begun to demand that 
these convenience stores get back 
into the business for which they 
are intended. 

Next time you are at a conve- 
nience store check to see what 
paraphernalia is for sale. Note 
down the address and inform oth- 
ers in the neighborhood what is 
really going on in these places. 
The majority of citizens don’t 
want drugs in their neighbor- 
hood. 

Also look around your envi- 
ronment. If items like spoons, 
light bulbs and brillo pads are out 
of place, look for the drug addict 
in your life and get them some 
help.

Dairy farmers are 
considering milk 
dumping, slaughter 

June 8 — According to a story 
by Jerry Hirsch of the Los Ange- 
les Times, Milk prices are 
roughly half of the cost of pro- 
duction — “Every carton sold in 
the supermarket represents a loss 
on the farm,” Hirsch writes. In 
most of 2008, the milk price hov- 
ered around $17 per 100 pounds, 
but when the economy tanked in 
the fall, that price dropped to $10. 
Hirsch reports that “Farmers gen- 
erally need at least $16, and of- 
ten more, per 100 pounds to 
break even.” 

Advocates like the National 
Family Farm Coalition continue 
to rally for more measures like 
emergency floor prices to protect 
the 57,000 dairy farmers nation- 
wide. Slaughtering milk cows is 
one option supported by Coop- 
erative Working Together, a vol- 
untary organization in Arlington, 



Va.,. which is sending about 
103,000 milk cows to slaughter 
over the next several months to 
reduce the milk supply by about 
1 percent. 

Some dairy farmers are also 
considering dumping their milk. 
“If they are not going to allow us 
to make a living, we will just 
dump it down the drain,” Arie 
DeJong, who owns several dair- 
ies and 20,000 cows in Califor- 
nia and Arizona, told Hirsch. “We 
just can’t keep losing money like 
this.”

The West Liberty Farm Ser- 
vice Agency Service Center, ser- 
vicing the counties of Floyd, 
Johnson, Magoffin, Martin, Mor- 
gan, Pike and Wolfe, will be con- 
ducting an election for a county 
committee member for the south- 
west section of Morgan County. 
This area is bounded on the north 
by the Licking River, on the south 
by Wolfe County, on the west by 
Menifee County and on the East 
by Magoffin County. 

If you are an eligible voter re- 
siding in that area, you are eligible 
to run for the county committee, 
nominate other eligible voters to 
run for the county committee and 



vote for a nominated candidate. 

To be an eligible voter, you 
must: 

• Be an individual of legal vot- 
ing age, the authorized represen- 
tative of an entity, both spouses 
when the property is owned 
jointly. 

• Be not of legal voting age, 
but supervise and conduct the 
farming operation of an entire 
farm. 

• Participate or cooperate in 
any FSA program that is provided 
by law. (Note: Cooperate means 
information has been provided 
about a farming operation by an 
individual, but the individual may 



not be currently receiving benefits 
or may not have applied for ben- 
efits. Spouses performing as joint 
operators meet this requirement.) 

All nomination forms must be 
postmarked or returned to the 
West Liberty FSA office no later 
than Aug. 3, 2009. 

The election calendar is as fol- 
lows: 

• June 15, 2009 - Nomination 
period begins. 

• Aug. 3, 2009 - Last day to 
file nomination forms at the lo- 
cal FSA office. 

• Nov. 6, 2009 - Ballots 
mailed to eligible voters. 

• Dec. 7, 2009 - Last day to 
return voted ballots to the local 
FSA office. 

• Jan. 1, 2010 - Elected com- 
mittee members and alternates 
take office.

“He is my hero, but most of 
all he’s my brother,” said PFC 
Kenny Bolin, as he spoke of his 
older brother, Carl Bolin, above, 
who lives in Leesville, Louisi- 
ana. 

“Carl left Morgan County in 
1952 and joined the U.S. Army. 
He went through basic training 
in Indiantown Gap, Pennsylva- 
nia, and from there he went to 
Fort Riley, Kansas before being 
shipped to Iceland for four 
years,” Mr. Bolin continued. 

Carl Bolin served two tours of 
duty during the Vietnam War. In 
1967, after returning from Ice- 
land, he was called to Vietnam 
for the first tour. It was also in 
1967 that he was wounded. Then 



in 1969 he was called back to 
Vietnam where he served his sec- 
ond tour of duty as an advisor for 
South Vietnamese troops. During 
the time he was in Vietnam he 
was in one of 13 helicopters that 
were shot down. Carl managed 
to pull the pilot and co-pilot of 
the helicopter he was riding in 
from the wreckage. He was se- 
verely burned while doing this. 

Bolin was the recipient of a 
Purple Heart and numerous other 
medals for his service to his 
country. 

A 60 model Bulova auto- 
matic watch, above, worn by Mr. 
Bolin during both tours of duty 
in Vietnam, is one of Kenny’s 
most valued possessions. Kenny, 



who resides at Hazel Green with 
his wife, Gay, served in the mili- 
tary over two years before being 
discharged due to health prob- 
lems. 

Another brother of Carl and 
Kenny, Mr. Clyde Bolin, of 
Somerset, also served his coun- 
try as a serviceman. He retired 
from the U.S. Air Force after 
serving 41 years and 7 months. 

The Bolins are the sons of the 
late Eddie and Stegie (Jackson) 
Bolin, who raised their family in 
the Williams Creek area of Mor- 
gan County. There were three 
other children in the Bolin fam- 
ily— Earl Bolin, of Sidney, Ohio, 
Bertha Bolin Knox, of Wrigley, 
and the late Paul Bolin.

Digital TV brings problems 
to rural areas as expected 



June 15 — As soon as televi- 
sion stations began dropping 
their analog signals and going 
all-digital a few months ago, ru- 
ral viewers began having trouble. 
Some stations’ digital transmit- 
ters were in locations different 
from their analog transmitters, 
and digital signals have a drop- 
off effect, in which a signal be- 
low a certain strength will result 
in no picture at all, rather than a 
snowy picture that a weak ana- 
log signal produced. The prob- 
lem grew Saturday, the first day 
that full-power stations could no 
longer broadcast analog signals. 

“For some people who’ve al- 
ready made the switch, the big- 
gest complaint so far is that the 
digital signals aren’t as strong 
and can break up easily for 
people who live too far away 
from TV towers,” notes Amy 
Schatz of The Wall Street Jour- 
nal. She reports that almost 20 
percent of the callers to the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion national call center “re- 
ported reception issues, includ- 
ing lost channels or problems 



with the digital signals breaking 
up.” 

Schatz found an example of 
other problems rural viewers are 
having: “Three weeks ago, 
Chuck Vail of Glenolden, Pa., 
hooked up his converter box and 
was delighted to find he had 
three channels from a local PBS 
affiliate as well as a channel from 
a New Jersey PBS station. 4 I 
thought this was the greatest 
thing since sliced bread,’ Mr. Vail 
said. That feeling lasted until the 
first major thunderstorm moved 
through his area. He says he now 
loses all but one of his digital 
channels when it rains.” 

In a few areas, the switch to 
digital has meant an “off’ switch 
for stations with technical issues 
and financial challenges. The 
FCC said early this month that 
10 had gone dark already and it 
expected 25 more to do so by 
June 12. However, it expects the 
17 with technical problems to 
resume broadcasting by the end 
of the year.

Race track 
owners, who had never come so 
close to their goal, vowed to 
fight on, but at press time, the 
measure sponsored by House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo ap- 
peared dead for this session. 



FRANKFORT — June 19 — 
It unfolded gradually this spring, 
as numbers crunchers began 
warning that the state might face 
a billion-dollar budget shortfall 
next fiscal year, hard on the heels 
of the tough cuts needed to bal- 
ance this year’s budget during the 
Legislature’s off-year short ses- 
sion last winter. 

Gov. Steve Beshear finally 
reckoned that projected state fi- 
nances were indeed that dire — 
this despite skepticism on that 
point by some key legislative 
leaders, who said the real deficit 
was much less if calculated prop- 
erly, and did not require legisla- 
tive intervention. Regardless, the 
governor called the Legislature 
into special session, beginning 
June 15, to put the budget back 
in balance. 

After issuing the original ses- 
sion call limited to that topic, he 
added some other items: Eco- 
nomic-development incentives 
that would in part attempt to lure 
a major NASCAR race to Ken- 
tucky Speedway and The Breed- 
ers Cup to Churchill Downs, as 
well as a so-called megaprojects 
measure (commonly called the 
‘bridges bill’ ) that would provide 
a funding and control mechanism 
for huge and expensive infra- 
structure projects like the multi- 
year, multi-billion dollar Ohio 
River bridges proposal in Louis- 
ville. 

And, working without a net 
politically - since no consensus 
existed on the issue, and in fact 
it faced powerful resistance - the 
governor also added video lottery 
terminals (otherwise known as 
video slots) at Kentucky race- 
tracks to the session call. 

The putative reason for this 
was to save the state’s troubled 
thoroughbred horseindustry, by 
drawing more patrons to tracks 
and injecting new money into 
race purses, thereby keeping 
racetracks open and horses and 
horsemen in the state. 

An underlying rationale, 
though not as frequently cited in 
the discussion that evolved, was 



that slots could rake hundreds of 
millions of dollars in licensing 
fees and taxes into the chroni- 
cally strapped State Treasury, at 
a time when the phrase ‘billion- 
dollar budget shortfall’ had en- 
tered Kentucky’s public-policy 
lexicon for the first time. 

The VLT idea has been with 
us for years, and it’s always been 
controversial. The same is true 
this year. Advocacy groups in- 
stantly mobilized both pro and 
con, with TV and radio ads and 
demonstrations in Frankfort, and 
Senate leaders signaled all along 
that if any VLT legislation made 
it down the hall to them it would 
face severe uphill sledding in that 
chamber. 

The House had never voted to 
endorse the idea in previous leg- 
islative sessions, despite multiple 
attempts. But as the session’s first 
week wore on, the VLT proposal 
taken up by the House had 
morphed into a potent, politically 
alluring form for that chamber: 
A huge chunk of VLT-generated 
revenue would be devoted to debt 
service on bonds for more than 
$1 billion in school-building con- 
struction, both at state colleges 
and in school districts statewide 
where aging elementary and sec- 
ondary buildings need replace- 



ment. 

When the measure came be- 
fore the full House on Friday, it 
was approved on a 52-45 vote. 
As a result, the chamber will in- 
clude the school-construction 
provisos in the budget-balancing 
bill it plans to take up next week. 
It’s not clear what form that bill 
will take, but the governor has 
proposed that most of the short- 
fall be made up with federal 
stimulus money, coupled with 2.7 
percent across-the board agency 
cuts - with important exceptions: 
Basic funding for public schools 
and universities would be spared 
the axe. 

Aside from the VLT drama, 
last week saw legislative action 
on economic development mea- 
sures and legislation to support 
transportation mega-projects. 
After receiving bills on these top- 
ics from the House, the Senate 
added a state budget-balancing 
plan to one measure while roll- 
ing together plans for economic 
development incentives, trans- 
portation megaprojects and aid 
for the horse industry into the 
other. 

The Senate budget plan 
largely mirrors the governor’s 
budget reduction proposal, in- 
cluding cuts to most state agen-

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cies but eliminating unpaid holi- 
days for state employees. 

Under the Senate’s approach 
to helping the state’s horse indus- 
try, lottery tickets would include 
a 10 percent surcharge, while 
tracks and off-track betting cen- 
ters would pay a 1.5 surcharge for 
their simulcasting signals from 
Kentucky horse racing tracks. 
The money raised — projected 
at more than $85 million — 
would benefit purses at Kentucky 
racing tracks, horse breeders, lo- 
cal horse shows, and the state’s 
KEES scholarship programs. 

Efforts to iron out differences 
between House and Senate ap- 
proaches to the issues of the cur- 
rent session are sure to be under- 
way when lawmakers return to 
Frankfort next week. In the 
meantime, lawmakers are seek- 
ing feedback from their constitu- 
ents.

Sheep and goat referenda 
is scheduled for Oct. 1 



Kentucky sheep and goat pro- 
ducers may vote on check-offs in 
separate referenda scheduled to 
be held Oct. 1 , in county exten- 
sion offices throughout the Com- 
monwealth, Agriculture Com- 
missioner Richie Farmer has an- 
nounced. 

The referenda ask whether 
sheep and goat producers wish 
to assess themselves at a rate of 
one-half of one percent (50 per- 
cent) of the net market price of 
their animals. If the check-off is 
approved, the Kentucky Sheep 
and Wool Producers Association 
and the Kentucky Goat Produc- 
ers Association would adminis- 
ter the funds in the areas of pro- 
motion, consumer information, 
producer communication, indus- 
try information and research. 

Voting will be open 8 a.m.-12 
p.m. and 1-4:30 p.m. local time 
Thursday, Oct. 1. Persons di- 
rectly involved in the production 
of sheep and goats will be eli- 
gible to vote in their respective 
referenda in their county of resi- 



dence. Producers will be required 
to provide identification and 
complete a certification attesting 
that they are eligible to vote. 
Corporate producers and eligible 
producers who reside outside of 
Kentucky may vote only int he 
county where their farm is lo- 
cated. Eligible producers may 
vote by absentee ballot. 

Votes will be tabulated in the 
agriculture commissioner’s of- 
fice in Frankfort. 

If approved, collection of 
check-off funds would be man- 
datory, but reimbursement of 
funds paid would be an option to 
the producer.

How students can avoid a 
costly cell phone contract 



A majority of high school and 
college students have cell phones 
- and sometimes a huge bill that 
goes with it. A cell phone is con- 
venient and nice to have in the 
event of an emergency. But you 
can quickly get in over your head. 
Here are a few tips to help ease 
the cell phone pain. 

• Use your cell phone wisely. 
Fees, taxes, surcharges, activa- 
tion fees, overage and roaming 
charges all add up. Get the bot- 
tom line cost in writing for your 
first bill, with an itemized calcu- 
lation of all costs, including 
taxes, activation fees and cost of 
the phone itself. 

• Get a prepaid phone. Then 
you will know exactly what you 
are spending and you will not go 
over your minutes. 

• Read the contract. A cell 
phone contract is legally binding 
and is usually written to favor the 
company’s bottom line, not 
yours. Make sure to read the fine 
print of any contract, but pay 
close attention to the one called 
“Terms and Conditions,” which 
outlines what you are agreeing to 
abide by when you sign. 

• Look for a two-year contract 
commitment and pay attention to 
contract termination fees and a 
free trial period. You can review 



the service agreements of many 
cell phone companies on the 
Internet. Check them out and 
compare before you decide. 

• A phone upgrade fee may be 
charged when you buy a new 
phone from your existing carrier. 
Many retail outlets do not tell 
you about this fee, so ask. If you 
do not want to pay the phone up- 
grade fee, you can switch to an- 
other carrier, but you will have 
to pay an early termination fee. 

• Do not rely on oral promises 
about your contract or your bill. 
Get any promises or agreements 
in writing and file them with your 
signed contract in case of a dis- 
pute. 

It is handy to have a cell 
phone, but not if you are going 
broke. Be conservative with your 
money by watching your min- 
utes, tailoring your plan to your 
needs and reviewing any charges 
you have not anticipated.
